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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/16/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Schmitt clearly teaches a medical diagnostic system with a control 
arrangement to enable modification of a specific device component by including a code 
reader allocated to at least one device component controlled by the control 
anrangement, where the code reader reads a component-specific code allocated to the 
device component. Schmitt teaches reconfiguration of the control arrangement based 
on the code read by the code reader. This clearly anticipates the claims directed to a 
medical diagnostic system comprising a dynamic configuration system for a plurality of 
medical diagnostic components with component-specific configuration capacity such as 
a component-specific data receiver, extractor of the component-specific application 
data, and a data processor of the extractable component-specific data. Therefore the 
control arrangement in Schmitt results in the same end result as the dynamic 
configuration system in the present claims where the code reader serves the same 
function as the device component-specific configuration data distributor, data extractor, 
or processor for processing component-specific portions of the multi-component 
behavioral data at each of the plurality of medical diagnostic components. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
fomi the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another w/ho has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2). and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-9, 1 1-22, and 24-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schmitt (6394353). Schmitt discloses a medical diagnostic system, 
method, and computer program with means for reading a component-specific code 
allocated to each individual device component to extract, distribute, and broadcast the 
component specific data and controlled by the control arrangement (abstract, col. 1 
lines 45-60). The system includes a dynamic configuration for the plurality of medical 
diagnostic components with means for reading a mechanical, electrical, electro-optical, 
acoustical, and a magnetic code (fig. 2-6). 

The medical diagnostic imaging components such as x-ray, MRI, or ultrasound 
components and therefore the dynamic configuration system is operable within a 
plurality of medical modalities for cross-modality deployment (col. 3 lines 6-14). The 
system allows efficient exchange or modification of device components (col. 1 lines 41- 
44). The signals of the code readers are fed to the control unit which transmits control 
signals to or receives status or parameter signals from one or more of the device 
components (col. 2 lines 15-39). 

Therefore the medical diagnostic system according to Schmitt includes a plurality 
of medical diagnostic coniponents, the component configuration data distributor, 
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component-specific data extractor and configuration data processor, and data extractor 
to extract the relevant portion from the configuration data.
